Abolition of Rnsslan Serfdom. 


The late Czar, Alexander n., decreed 


the emancipation of the serfs March 3, 
1861, coming into fibai execution on 
March 3.1863. The owners of the serfs 
•were compensated for their land on a 
scale of payment by which the previous 
labor of the serf was estimated at a 
yearly rental of 6 per cent, so that for 
every 6 rubles which the laborer earned 
annually he had to pay 100 rubles to 
his master ais his capital value to become 
t freeholder. Of this sum the serfs had 
to give immediately 20 per cent., while 
the remaining 80 per cent, was disbursed 
as an advance by the government to the 
owners, to be repaid, at intervals extend- 
ing over forty-nine years, by the freed 
peasants. According to an officinl re- 
port the whole of these arrangements 
were completed at the end of July, 
1865, so that from this date serfdom 
ceased to exist in Russia.

f one City of the Dead. 


A Bamlnder or tivsPMt, and the Deeds oit 


Cruelty of s Confederate Prison 


Keeper. 


A correspondent made a pilgrim 


age to Andersonville, Ga., and writes 
as follows concerning a famous relic 
of war times: 


Footsore, weary and covered with 


dost I arrived at this place two nights* 
ago. At an hear past midnight the 
gibbons moon trembled on the merid 
ian, and the range of hills was passed 
overlooking the great burial place as 
I paused, gazing long and silently at 
the lines of white headstones—liter- 
ally line upon line—like silent regi- 
ments of sheeted spectres, waiting 
for the trumpet sound of the final 
judgment No tongue or pen can 
write the impression caused by such 
a scene, and tumultuous thoughts 
crowded so thick and fast that the 
pen failed to record the intense emo- 
tion of reverend awe that comes at 
each s time. I thought of some fiery 
hearts'I once knew resting beneath 
those stones, and could almost im- 
agine one of the number giving the 
word of command, and the long lines 
slowly advancing, out— 


"The nelgfctaff troop, the flashing Made, 
The bugle'* gtirrlnfr blast, 
The charge, the dreadful cannonndc, 
The din and shout are past," 


and the long lines are motionless. 


Weary with my journey, I deferred 


further visiting until the day should 
tareak. 


At dawn I resumed my wander- 


ings and spent literally, a day among 
the tombs. 


The cemetery is well kept, and the 


green grass and flowers, with here 
and there a mocking bird warbling 
in the trees, seemed a contrast to the 
terrible past, with which the world 
is, alas! familiar. Over the cemete- 
ry gate is a bronze plate, surmount- 
ed by the coat of arms of the United 
States, upon which the following ap- 
pears in raised letters.

Near the entrance six graves ap 


pear separated from the rest On 
the stones over the following names 
Patrick Delaney, Pa, Chas. Curtis, 
K. I., William Collins, Pa., John 
SarBfield, N. Y., William Kiekson, 
U. S. N., A. Mnnn, U. S. N. 
These 


men were court martialed and hung 
by their fellow prisoners for stealing 
and murdcu. Eighteen were tried 
and the above six convicted. Collins 
was a giant, physically, and the ring- 
leader. When he was hung the rope 
broke, -and he had to be elevated a 
second time, and after a long strug- 
gle was finally done to death. 


A few stones have been erected 


over the graves of |the departed by 
friends and relatives, and stand in 
the long lines like officers among the 
infantry, and it takes but little 
stretch of the imagination to make 
reality of the picture set forth in the 
beginning of this sketch. 


Many have come hither to remove 


the remains of relatives, but the 
grounds are so well kept and cared 
for and the situation so beautiful 
and appropriate, that few removals 
have taken place, and besides, when 
relatives and friends have forever 
passed away, n grateful nation will 
keep their memory green, and honor 
those in death, who, when alive, it 
was powerless to sava 


The plain marble slabs are, some 


of them, beantifnl, being of mottled 
and variegated marble, and amon; 
so many thousands some exquisite 
specimens occur. Here and there 
among the throng appears a square 
stone, shorter than the rest, with a 
simple number thereon, marking an 
unknown grave. It makes a mourn- 
ful impression to see the frequency 
of the ages 19, 20, which appeals on 
so many stones. Nineteen seems to 
b,e the average of the ages. Think 
of the mothers far away, watching 
and waiting, when the boys in '65 
came marching home with glnd and 
gallaut tread'_ All that is left now 
is the little 'marble shaft, pointing 
mutely skyward, with name, age and 
regiment graven thereon, and Spar- 
tan mothers' hearts went out iu a 
prayer for the loved and lost, whose 
yonng lives went slowly ovtt amid the 
burning fever of the prison pen. 


But little now is left of the stock- 


ade, but the line of red clay breast- 
works is yet intact, worn smooth by 
tbe tramp of sentinels in gray, who, 
twenty years ago, trod the weary 
beat, scarcely better fed or clothed 
than the starving wretches within. 
A field of oats has been planted in 
the enclosure which is full of dan 
geroos Veils sunk by the prisoners, 
who tried to tunnel the breastwork*. 
Few succeeded in escaping, and if 
the outer works were reached, the 
sentinel's rifle, or bay of the blood- 
hounds, gave the alarm, and recap- 
ture was almost a certainty. 


"Was Wire as bad a man as rep- 


resented?" I asked of an intelligent, 
soldierly-looking man. 


"Yes: and he deserved his fate. I 


was stationed here three years when 
he was keeper." 


"Have yon any objection to giving 


me your name for publication?' 


"No; it is 3. F. Wood. I have al- 


ways lived here; it is my present 
home, and I was a corporal in the 
Second Gaorgia Infantry,

army of the Confederate states.1'

He is an ex- 
pert hangman, and is not creditec 
with a single blunder. The gallows 
used by him has bee% improved by 
him, and it is uow in the jail al 
Newark, where two condemned mur 
derers are awaiting the result of their 
applications to the Court of Errors 
for new trials.

The good women in- 
terested in urging this industry oa 
the country ark succeeding beyond 
their most sanguine hopes. Even 
with the" present difficulties in the 
way of bringing the raw silk into the 
market, farmors' wives and daugh- 
ters all over the country find that its 
growth adds a comfortable incidental 
sum to their income; and as soon as 
it can be proved that silk can be 
grown in the United States of a qual- 
ity fine enough and in quantity;

ufacturers, raw silk will doubtless 
be protected by a tariff high enough 
to give our own poor a chance to ob- 
tain the enormous sums which now 
go oat of the country every year to 
Italo and'China.
